CROWN PRINCE'S OFPER. 


A Washineton dispatch says 
Prince Friedrich Wilhelm, form- 
mezly German Crown Prince, in 
a letter addressed to President 
Wilson, has volunteered to, sur- 
render himself to the Allies, in 
lien of all the warcriminals whose 
extradition is claimed by them.

The Prince 
declares that the crime of these 
persons simply consisted in their 
services to their country during 
the war.

NAMES FOR NEW CUNARD 
SHIPS. 


The Cunard Company have 
decided to retain’ the names of 


vessels now wader construction 
for them. There are now build- 
ing four ships of the 600ft. class— 
tamels, the Franconia, Laconia, 
Scythia, .and  Ssmaris. 
Franconia and Laconia were 18, 
000 ton vessels employed in the 
Boston service. The Franconia 
was sunk in the Mediterranean 
in October, 1916, while carrying 
as an armed cruiser onthe East’ 
African coast, .resumed her 
place in the Cunard service and 
was sunk by torpedo in February, 
1917. The Seythia belonged to 
an earlier ara. She was a vessel 
of 4,500 tons, and was constructed 
fin 1875. The Samaria was ‘a 
vessel of 2,300 tons and was built 


only one vessel of the 550ft. class 
—namely, the Tiburnia—a name 
which appears for’ the first time 
amongst the company’s ships. 
The 520ft. class comprise seven 
vessels—namely, Alaunia, And- 
ania, Aurania, Ausonia, Ascania, 
Albania, and Antonia, the last 
name also appearing for the first 
time. The Alaunia was sunk 
in October, 1916, near the 
Roral Sovereign light vessel 
while employed in trooping ser- 
vice. The Andania was sunk with

THE HONGKONG 


IN CH'NA WORTH SAVING? 


AN INTERESTING “ARTICLE. 


Mr. Rodney Gilbert writes a 
follows:— _ 

It is not difficult for caustic 
critics to prove on tha face of 
China’s official behaviour for a 
generation past that the upper 
classes are not sufficiently devot- 
ed to the interests oftheir country 
nor the “people sufficiently 
patriotic to warrant outsiders, 
Occidentals especially, in cham- 
pioning the cause. of either the 
Chinese nation or thé Chinese 
individual. . 

During China's seven years df 
burlesque republicanism, unhap- 
pily mostly devoted to inter-. 
provincial bickerings, the country 
has fallen out of favour with her 
best friends through a hundred 
errors. During the war the sq 
called government alienated spm- 
pathy through purely - mercenary 
flirtations with Japan .to the 
detriment of the best interests of 
the Allies. 

Tt has therefore been the opin- 
ion of statesmen in Europe and of 
tourists and travellers in the 
Orient. that China is neither 
worth fighting for nor worth 
saving. . 

MUST NOT JUDGE PEOPLE 
BY OFFICALS, 

But the greatest injustice one 
can do the Chiense people is to 
judge them by their government 
and its acts without first acquir- 
ing a knowledge of the tremen- 
dously dificult positions in which 
both the governors and the gov- 
erned find themselves when they 
try to adapt their tradition-bound 
practices. to anything so ultra- 
modern as republicanism. 

If itis to the practical advan- 
tage of the rhore powerful nations 
which pass judgment upon the 
weaker ones that China should 
remain united and independent, 
that she should be saved from the 
domination of Japan for instance, 
it.is only fair that judgment upon 
China be suspended for a consid- 
erable period. On the grounds of 
Justice and fair play this is 
China's strongest plea for con- 
sideration and for assistance 
when necessary. 

Apart from all sentimental con- 
siderations however, the one 
practical question which Eurape 
end America have to decide is 
whether China would be mora 
profitable to the rest of the world 
as an independent ‘state er as a 
Japanese subject state. 


ISSUE. NARROWS TO AMBITIONS 
OF JAPAN, 


When one asks whether Ching 
is worth saving, therefore, the 
practical issue narrows down to 
whether China is worth protect- 
ing from Japan.

-Washington, January MW. — 
Urging Congressional investig- 
ation of the award of army 


the war, Representative Gallivan, 
Denioerat, Massachusetts, declar- 
ed in the House to-day that more 
Distinguished Service Medals in 
Proportion were awarded to army 
officers who never got nearer the 
front than Washington than to 
those who saw service overseas. 

“Tt is common talk in the 
army,” said Mr. Gallivan, “that 
our present Chief of Steff and 
one of his ‘assistants, a colonel 
whose duty it was to escort and 
dine foreign missions. here in 
Washington, have no space left 
between their belts and their 
collars to display the medals that 


of this service,”” 

Congress should investigate all 
awards of medals and crosses, 
Mr. Gallivan gaid, 80 as to deter- 
mine why some recommendations 
were acted upon favourably and 
others disregarded. 

“Tae Distinguished Service 
Medal has been cheapened and 
certainly ridi-aled by the -bold 
and brazen monnér in which it 
has been passed out to those who 
belong to the elect,” said Mr. 
Gallivan. “Ithas teen used as 
areward for friendshipY it has 
even been used to placate those 
who have been removed to make 
way for soma one else. Ss 

“The reading of the sum total 
of the citations in award of the 
Distinguished Service Medal to 
several chair officers of the gen- 
eral staff who never left Washing- 
ton during the war, if believed, 
would certainly impress'one that 
the war was fought with red ink 
‘at mahogany desks near the 
shadows of the Washington 
monument. 

“Surely the lounge lizards” of 
the ‘Second Army of the Potomac’ 
can have no quarrel with their 
comrades, the ‘lobby lancers’ of 
the Capitol, as to the number of 
B.S. M.'s these two valiant units 
received for heroic service in this 
war. As for France, whenever 
the Commander-in-Chief sent a 
“commissioned, message boy’ on 
an errand, the D.S. M. was sure 
to be the tteward. 

“In Washington we bad four

COMMERCIAL NEWS.” 


. COALOWNERS' PROFITS BILL. 


» ‘The Bill to limit coalowners to 
js 2'4 per ton in the coal raised is 
now complete, and a draft of it in 
its final-form has been considered 
by a largely attended meeting of 
coalowners held in London, The 
Bill, so far as wages are concerned 
“gives effect to the recommends- 
tions of the Sankey, 
mission and it further limits 
profits to the extent named above, 
but it transpires that a very big 
concession has been made in that 
a proposal which had been made 
by the Government to reduce the 
pre-war standard by 50 per cent. 
bas. been dropped. There were 
those at a recent meeting who 
considered this concession not an 
unmixed blessing as it was 
calculated in a measure to lessen 
the force of the opposition 
‘that could be shown to the 
"bil. Consideration was also 
given to the question of a fund to 


’ provide for keeping going such. 


collieries ax would have ta pro- 
duce coal! at a loss, and in regard 
to this. it was represented by the 
Government that the difficulty 
would be met. It was decided 
to continue opposition to the Bill, 
and to point out that the 1s 2d 
only meant 7d, or less in pre-war 
values. 


SUGAR. 


A decrease is expected in the 
output of sugat in Formosa. says 
the Jayin Chrouicie, Vt appears 
that the storms which raged in 
the island last August wrought 
considerable havoc an the sugar 
plantations and althouzh the 
greatest possible carey which has 
since been taken, fax averted 
much of the loss, there is sdll a 
decline in the output 
current’ year. The present 
estimate stands at 3.410,009 picals 
for centrifugals, and 30,000 
piculs for brown sugar, aguregat- 
ing 3,700,000 viculs. It remains 
of course, to he seen whether this 
comparatively satisfactory es. 
timate will turn out happily. al- 
though some people helieve 
in the possibility of the 
output exceeding the eB- 
timate by 100,000‘ pieuls 

‘wid aggregating 3,800,000 piculs. 
The companies’ engaged in the 
manufacture of sugar inthe island 
are now doing their hes: to in- 
crease their output as the pro- 

‘ spects of supar are bright. They 
are busy, planting. new canes. 
Some new companies have come 
into existence since last year and 
they are also doing their utmost 

-.on the work of plantation. It is 
expected that the area of 
plantation will considerably in- 
crease in the course of the pre- 
‘sent year. It may be noted that 

» the area under sugar cages at the 
end of last year amounted to 
$2,000 cho altogether. The 
Japanese sugar market . which 
has for some time past been de- 
elining.in spite ora firm tone on 
ithe Java market is naw recover. 
ing its energy. On the day after 
the national holiday, for instance, 
the market showed a rise of abou: 
35 xen all round, new centrifuzals 
rising to Y49 for March and April 
delivery, to ¥40.25 for April and 
May delivery, old centrifugals to 
Y¥36.50 for spot and refined sugar 
to Y48.30 forsput. It is interest- 
ing tonote in this connectiun 
that the Cuba market has declined 
25 cents according to the latest 
telegram. Prices on the i3th 
instant continued to tise in spite 
of the report of a fal! on the Java 
-market. The sellers are assum- 
ing a strong tront. New cen- 
trifugals were quoted at Y41 for 
March and April delivery, but 

_ the sellers were not “willing to 
let go their holdings even at 
these prices, showing incidentally 
their belier in a further rise of 
the market. .
